With the publication of tbe reply of fourth 
Assistant Postmajjfer Genera I Bristow to tbe 
Tu 1 1 och ch arges^JfcfPoBtoffi ce i d vesti gation 
took a fresh BtarRtbis week,' and has' been 
almost the sole topic die'eussed in official 
WashingtbavBristow's reply so thoroughly 
supported the charges preferred by Tulloeh 
and reflected bo gravely on Hhe'admihiB- 
tration . of ex-Postmaster General Smith 
and ex-First Ttssistant Postmaster General 
Heath that they produced a sensation' and 
when it.was discovered, by : a, comparison 
of dates, that Postmaster General 'Payne 
was in receipt of. the Bristow. reply on May 
-4 and it was not until May 16 that gave 
his now famous interview- 'in - which "he 
said that Tulloch's statement was a stump 
speech, hot air etc., and that unless Tulibcb 
could "make good" he should .* : be branded 
as a slanderer ;and a bhck-blter, the de- 
mand ior Payne's re%nation , beCame clam- 
orous, evea 'staunch republican paperrjoin- 
ing in .the. insistent representation' that 
Payne had demonstrated bis ^unfitness for 
his present position. " ;

"Are you ready?"

Elected at the Dictation of tn« Con- 
■ plratan Who Blew Alexander. 
The peaceful manner In which Prince 
Peter ICarugeorgovitch was chosen King 
of Bervla contrasts curiously with the 
scene of atrocious savagery which clos- 
ed the life of his predecessor. The 
skupshtlna and senate, tho two houses 
of the Servian parliament, met In joint 
session and within fifteen minutes had 
made their choice, each member rising 
quietly in his place and announcing oIh 
vote. The blow which n truck down King 
Alexander was a crime against both hu- 
man and divine law. It was treason us 
well as murder. Yet, the blow having 
been struck, the dynasty buying .been 
changed by a reversion to the ways of 
elemental savagery, tho same forces 
which brought about the crime return to 
the forms of peace and law. The late 
conspirators against the throne arc now 
' the upholders of the throne, and those 
who , Kill profess allegiance to the for- 
mer .King are the only ones open to the 
charge of .treason. Truly the Servian 
public, which cheerfully acquiesced in 
both proceedings, has given a curious 
Instance of the way In which popular 
will may rise, above man-mailn law and 
become Itself the law. . 
■ For tho other powers the chief diffi- 
culty will bo tho question whether civil- 
ization con afford even tacitly to coun- 
teninco assassination by recognizing the 
government now established. It has been 
announced that Great Britain will de- 
cline to sustain diplomatic relations with 
the new ministry If It Is to Include any 
of the men who participated in the slay- 



ing of Alexander. This, says tho Cblcagi 
News, apparently Is the only attituds 
compatible with civilized standards of 
law and morality, yet It may be doubted 
whether the attitude can be maintained. 
The men now in power in Scrvlo. are not 
likely to convict tlicnwelvca of, crime oi 
put themselves out of' office. They con- 
stitute the Servian state, The powers 
may exact some form of trial and pua* 
fehment, but the chances are that after 
a pretense of tho kind they will find 
themselves obliged to follow the exam- 
ple of .the Servian people and recognize 
the de facto government regardless of 
tho hideous- methods which It employed 
Jn securing the governing power. 

The Servian parliament elected" Peter 
Knragoorgcvitch to the throne, practical- 
ly tit tho dictation', of the conspirators 
who assassinated ': King Alexander and 
overthrew the government. None of the 
conspirators Is to be punished. The offi- 
cers of the army after n conference, sent 
an ultimatum to tho members of the sen- 
ate and si; u pah tints, declaring: 

First — The form of government must 
not be changed. 1 

Second — tho names of the conspirators 
must not bo revealed nor the nature of 
tho. role they played In the revolution.' 

Third — No officer muBt accept any re- 
ward for tho services he rendered his 
country In the removal of King Alexan- 
der. 

Fourth — No officer who Is arrested 
shall appear before the courts In -mili- 
tary uniform. '? 

Peter Knrageorgcviteh accepted tho 
throne hy telegraph, almost as soon as 
It was offered him. Indeed, he accom- 
panied his acceptance by a proclamation, 
evidently prepared In advance.

JETT JURY DISAGREES. 



HeporU Inability to Reach a Verdict 
■ nd In niBclinrcctl. 

When the jury In tho Jctt-Whito trial 
en mo Into court at Jackson, Ky., a third 
time Friday nnd reported that It wta un- 
able to agree, Judge Red wine dismissed 
the jurors. This was followed by the an- 
nouncement that the case would be trans- 
ferred to Cyntbinnn, Harrison County, 
for the second trial. 

It wns believed that there wns only 
one man between the verdict of guilty or 
not guilty. It wns conceded that one 
juror was then for conviction and that 
the question of punishment had not been 
considered.

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After a trial in the Criminal Court, In 
which the law and tho evidence were 
pretty thoroughly threshed out on both 
sides, a Jury, after deliberating only a 
few minutes, acquitted Miss Kate Mason, 
principal of one of tho Indianapolis 
schools, from the charge of assault and 
battery for whipping a hoy pupil. Under 
tho strong and clear charge of-tke court 
the Jury could not huvo done anything 
else. Tho court's charge was good law 
na well as good sense, nnd the verdict of 
the Jury was right. The charge was all 
good, and part of It Is' worth repeating. 
Tho judge said: 

"Without tho power and, authority to 
compel by nil reasonable - means and 
methods order and obedience the millions 
of dollars Bpent In this country for the 
care and management of. our schools— 
tho great bulwark of our country — are as 
good as wnsted. The law In cases like 
this not only presumes that the teacher 
is innocent ns charged! but tho law alio 
presumes that in this punishment she 
hns dona her duty. In the enforcement. of 
obedience arid order In her school. * * • 
Do you think, or believe that .a fine 
wrongfullj : or erroneously assessed in 
this case will aid" the teachers In this 
rcliool. In their ntteifipt to 'enforce good 
order and' obedience, or would It hnvo it 
tendency to cause others to rebel, and, 
dlsbbeynnd prosecute, when the teacher 
endeavored to compel obedience? The 
welfare and best. Interests of nil school 
children In this country In the fgturc, the 
good of the common schools, law and or- 
der, ench nnd nil deninnd thnt you' mnko 
no mlstnko In this case." , . 

' Thc^'court emphasized the Importance 
of siistalnliig teachers In their efforts to 
mninthln discipline, and deprecated Into* 
forenco by parents to prevent a reason- 
able, exercise of authority. It pointed out 
the fact that. under the laws of the State 
"teachers have tho same rights and au- 
thority to punish children under their 
charge, in a reasonable manner for nil 
misconduct, "that the parent of tho child 
has, nnd the Inw will not -Interfere. unless 
the punishment inflicted Is cruel nnd un- 
reasonable." — Indinnupolfs Journal. 

One of'tho most elaborate educational 
systems in tho country Is that of tho 
Young Men's Christian t .Association, 
which embraces the 'following lines of 
study; Ausocititlou libraries, .reading 
rooms, prnctlcnl talks. ;ed uco tionn I lec- 
tures, study clubs nnd evening Institutes.

It Is an evidence of confidence lu the 
future that blast furnace operators are 
forcing production beyond all previous 
maximum figures.' \ While, the demand for 
structural steel has diminished, .-there is 
notable Inquiry for rails nrid plates. Ma- 
chinery anil hardware lines are-dolug re- 
markably well for the .season, 'which is 
usually quiet in these deportments. Cake 
ovens nre surpassing nil previous records 
for activity, and the output of anthracite 
coal promises to establish a new high 
water mark this year above 00.000,000 
tons.

Marshall Field of Chicago fees In the 
labor situation, in the continued disaf- 
fection and persistent demands of various 
labor organizations for Increased compen- 
sation, a menace to the welfare of tho 
country. Labor, in his opinion, has gone 
too far In our country, .and there la a 
day of reckoning to come, when with a 
lessening of trade activity nud recessions 
all around, labor, too, will find Its value, 
on decline. This day, he believes, lu be- 
ing hastened by the laboring men them- 
selves In their insistence upon conces- 
sions which employers are obliged to 
grant under tho stress of a temporary 
labor scarcity; concessions which having 
been wrung out of employers through 
threats of. ruinous strikes, will, ho the less 
likely to hold long after an" easier ton* ' 
developsin tho labor market. While not- 
ing every clement. of an. adverse nature, 
Mr, Field would put the labor question 
above them all In Importance as benrlug 
Upon the question of a setback to Amer- 
ican Industry. 

Lord Rothschild confined his observa- 
tions principally to Block market affairs. 
Ho says: Two years ago when Wall 
street .was almost crazy with bull specu- 
lation no American tnlked of anything 
hut further advances. To-day," with a 
record of heavy declines, there has been 
and there still Is much pessimism nnd the 
prediction of further heavy declines yet 
to come. It Is often true that one must 
stand outside his local environment to see 
the conditions surrounding him In their 
proper relation to conditions of wider ex- 
tent, and It Is probably true that Ameri- 
cans arc more likely to be blinded by the 
light of their own fires In which they 
stand,* than are the men who watch them 
from a distance. The timo tor the Amer- 
ican pessimist Is gone. 

A yesr ago there was a chance for the 
cautious business man' to go on 'record 
as predicting a turn of lessened activity, 
nnd some few did this nud hnd their pro- 
dictions fairly well borne out. But the 
man who turns pessimistic now, after' the 
passing of some of the most unfavorable 
features and the full discounting of tho 
uufavorable features thnt still remain, 
Is likely to be as wrong ns wna tho man 
wh» shouted for still further expansion 
when the country' was booming beyond 
the limits of safety.

Tarftnan Urnttnn Involved In Trouble 
and T lircateaul with Lynching;. 
Clifford Hanlcy of the St Louis naval 
reserves was killed In a riot near the 
residence of John S. Bratton, the well- 
known turfman, In n suburb of Dnst St 
Louis. It is said an attempt-was made 
to cut an embankment near the Bratton 
residence .in order to relieve the pressure 
of the water on Brntton's grounds. A 
posse of citizens from the central part 
of East St Louts, hearing of the attempt, 
which would result In flooding the re- 
maining portion of the city, hurried to 
the scene. They were met by a gang of 
men with revolvers and driven away.

The copious and widespread raini 
which have recently -.-''prevailed over a 
large section of. the Eastern and North- 
ern States; did much' -to extinguish the 
forest ( Cres which had already destroyed 
millions of . dollars'. 'worth of property and 
which, promlsed'to cotttluue the work of 
destruction, derplte, every effort on the 
part of. thousands of men to control this 
fiamesV The absence ~of the ubub! spring 
rains and the prolonged drouth, extending 
over a .period of more than fifty days, 
had rendered. the forests peculiarly sus- 
ceptible to. fife.: -In the "slashes" from 
which marketable timber bad ben cut and 
much refuse left; In the section where 
high winds or 'previous firea had left 
much dead. timber,- either standing or-fall* 
en; In the swampHJ with their great accu : 
mulatlon of vegetable matter, usually 
moist, but rendered dry as tinder by. the 
drouth,spnrks from passing locomotives 
or. neglected firea 'loft by hunters and 
campers, found much Inflammable fael. 
Once started, these fires were almost lm- 
liO&oible of extinguishment. From the 
dead timber and the drled-up swamps the 
flames communicated to the living forest 
and giant trees and marketable lumber 
alike fell' a prey; to the flames. 

Never In the, history of the eastern 
and northern faresU hna there been such 
destruction. 'In a score of places in the 
AdlrondackB fires" broke out and thou- 
r.nnds of tieres were burned over, hotels 
nnd camps in some Instances being con- 
sumed, in theNc fires, hot only the tim- 
ber is "burned, but" the very, soil itself, 
consisting of the accumulated vegetable 
mntter of centuries,. was consumed to the 
rocks, leaving vnst trncts of barren, hope- 
leas territory which must forever remain 
,a desert 

In Maine, New Hampshire, Vcrmoi/t, 
Long Island, New Brunswick and else- 
where the fires raged. At one time there 
waa nu almost continuous chnin of .fires 
from one Bide of Maine, to the other. 

The loss is beyond computation. It 
will mount into the millions of dollars. 
Thaloscra are individuate -who have lost 
property ranging from a few hundred 
dollars to hundreds of .thousands; great 
lumber nnd paper manufacturing corpo- 
rations; club men and millionaires who 
owned great tracts for pleasure purposes, 
and even the Stato itself which possesses 
cxtett&lvo rcftervca. 

During the parched period many thou- 
sands of men have been employed In an 
effort to extinguish the flames or at least 
hold lb cm lu check. The method of war- 
fare against the' devouring clement va- 
ried according to circumstances and loca- 
tion. Where water was available It was 
used by means of fire engines and hose 
borrowed from neighboring towns. In 
the forest proper. men In gangs of hun- 
dreds felled the trees along a wide 
stretch in front of the flumes, created ns 
great a clearing as possible, threw up the 
enrth with pick axes nnd shovels and as 
the Arc encroached on them' fought It 
bock"; by beating it with evergreen 
branches and by throwing dirt upon it 
In the more open territories, where vil- 
lages and' farm buildings were threatened 
tho plow . was '■ resorted - to and rows of 
furrows turned up. in the face of the ad- 
vancing fire,* 

Tho work is a difficult and unpleasant 
one, owing to the hont and smoke; but 
tho' men received liberal wages and In 
many instances wcre'an duty every "min- 
ute for weeks except for the time neces- 
sary for Bleeping , and eating. Only a 
small proportion of these fire fighters 
could be supplied by the sparsely. settled 
localities in which the fires raged, but 
thousands were pent in to the work by 
the railroads, .accompanied by competent 
foremen.

COLD HOLDS BACK CROPS. 
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Uhaenaonable Weather Proving a Se- 
rlouu Jiijnrjr In Mdny UectlanB, 

Tlie crop repartdssucd by the weather 
bureau says the week ending June 15 
was abnormally "cool In nearly all districts 
east of the Rocky Mountains, the mini- 
mum temperatures from tlie 10th to the 
38th throughout the central valleys and 
Southern States being tho lowest of rec- 
ord for the sccoud decade of Juue, and 
heavy frosts were of general occurrence 
In the upper Missouri valley, with light 
frosts as far south as Tennessee. Under 
these conditions the growth of vegetation 
has been slow, but 'with a very general 
absence of rain or light local showers In 
the central valleys much needed cultiva- 
tion has mnde favorable progress.. The 
long continued and disastrous drought /In 
Now England and the northern portion 
of the middle Atlantic States has been 
wholly relieved, being succeeded In some 
sections by flood conditions, aud tho wide- 
spread forest firea In those districts extin- 
guished. Generally favorable conditions 
prevailed on the Pacific coast 

While planting, replanting and cultiva- 
tion of corn in' the centra] valleys has 
becu vigorously pushed, considerable 
planting remains unfinished In the north- 
ern districts. Corn Is unusually late and 
hns made Very slow growth under the 
low temperatures of the past week. In 
these middle and south 'Atlantic States 
the crop Is much in need of cultivation 
andVln'tbe Southern States Is largely 
laid, by; , v 

Spring wheat Is In' generally thrifty 
condition, 'but needs rnln in portions of 
the Dakotas.' Over tho hou them portion 
of the spring wheat region the condition 
of tho crop Is very promising. Oats have 
tnndo favorable. advancement ia the low- 
er Missouri' and upper Mississippi val- 
leys, but heed ra!n ; m the Hakotas. In 
Michigan, tho crop;J»- backward and un- 
even, and .while- nn'lmprovement la, indi- 
cated intbo Ohio vnlley a light' yield Is 
promised in Indiana and Pennsylvania. 

Cotton continues very backward, hav- 
ing made slow growth under abnormally 
low temperatures. All reports respecting 
tobacco Indicate that this crop has made 
favorable progress. • Except In Michigan 
and tho Ohio valley and middle Atlantic 
States, whore a light yield. of hay Is Indb 
cared, the general outlook for this, crop 
continues.- promising. 

Winter -wheat harvest Is In progress as 
far north -as tho southern portions of 
Kansas, Missouri, Illinois, Indiana and 
Virginia. While en improvement In the 
condition .of this crop' is indicated In 
northern 'Illinois, Ohio and over the north- 
ern portion of the middle Atlantic States, 
It .has 'suffered deterioration over a. large 
part' of the winter wheat belt at a result 
of . insects -and .', increasing rust-. In Call-: 
fori da the crop is maturing rapidly and 
harvest la In progress, ^ with heavy yields. 
In Oregon- and Washington winter wheat 
t* heading abort, but with good heads tn

New York City to Sue J ,OOD Tenement 
Oivnera. 

In New York suits are being prepared 
In the corporation counsel's office against 
no less than 1,000 tenement owners for 
alleged violations of a sanitary clause of 
the tenement house law. Expenditures 
■BSrcg'atlng perhaps $10,000,000 hinge on 
theBe suite, Ttmeinent house owners 
have as a rule found no fault with the 
provisions of the law.- Now, "however, 
tho first serious .concerted attempt to 
nullify a provision of the tenement house 
act Is to be made. 

AH the alleged violations of tne sani- 
tary clause occur in structures built'un- 
der the provisions of the old law, since 
the so-called '.'new law" buildings 'are 
inspected so thoroughly as their ■ con- 
struction progresses that any Illegal at- 
tempt on the part of n builder is straight- 
way detected and remedied. 

But It is not the provisions relating 
to light, or air ar a score of other impor- 
tant regulations which have led to the 
combination to fight the law; it is solely 
a matter of sanitation. 

Differences of opinion exist ns to the 
number of tenements against which vio- 
lation Is chargeable. The property own- 
ers concerned estimate that no leas than 
0,000 houses are affected, while the Ten- 
ement House Commission places the 
number at about 0,000. Argument also 
has arisen ob to the cost of remedying 
each case, the owners stating that It 
would be about $2,000, while the Tene- 
ment House Commission believes $1,000 
to be a liberal estimate. 

From the viewpoint of the property 
owner, 0.000 houses each subjected to 
an expenditure of $2,000 would mean to 
them a cost of $1S,000,000. The esti- 
mate of cost made by the Tenement 
House Commission is said to be about 
$0,000,000: 

It is contended by the men who own 
tho tenement houses which are under 
the bait of tlie law thnt n change from 
the sanitary conditions complained 4>f 
would Involve a useless expense, since 
no more bealthfulness might be obtained 
thereby. "
